In September 
1950 he left, was debriefed at Oherursel at that time, was recog- 
nized as a political refugee and came to Berlin* T, e has barelv 
been ekelng out an existence for rife Llselotte and rwo children 
with odd Jobs, articles for the II lt*strierte Zeitung and so forth. 

2. From 21 January 1951 to 2 Feb 51 hb was again in Johannge^rgenstadt 
stalng with comrades— black of course — from whom he got the attached 
two maps with 1 egends of the uranium mine installation there. 

He also had a map of the Von Kamm zur Kger on which he and comrades 
*~ad marked various mines, sizes locations . u e turned ov®r thse 
to me with no particular thought of pavment. p rom what T pattered 
he had real’y gone there to dig up M*4-wa% editorial material which 
he could sell in Berlin. 

3. I was interested in *he fact that he and comrades had from t*me 
to time committed acts of sabotage, mostly on the basis of a speckle 
grievance against the Soviet mine wuthorl t.l r 3 (such as having to ~nrk 
on the Pflngstin holidays) which had been suee'-s^uU Wettermann was 
in 1950 Security engineer at one of the Objekte and rnderStan^ fw'lv 
the technical aspects of the mines, Installations and what should be 
done most effectively to cause stoppages for several davs. T did not 
go into this subject with him nor does he ^ealire that T might V ave In 
mind discussing the ma**er further with FJCAPE (in case thev are caraa- 
ble) in regard to getting In to^ch with some of his comrades t^ere. 

4. Vettermann strikes me as being verv intelligent, tec'-nicaVv 
competent, modest and not too observant in political ma^er* (as an 
ex-Nazi). If v e '■hould be interested 4 n farther Information on this 
field, he would be a good rrosrert for getting In touch w *itb reorle 
who are still working there. If FJCAP r ’-e^e Interested, also a p^od 
prospect. 

5 . He sroke some about two new Installations, or rather cerent r ovnds- 
tions, which could be used *or rocket platforms. He a** so 1 -il 1 draw up 
diagrams (and you can see they are ^ear) of the radar installations 

at Oberwiesen and Johanngeorpenstadt . If «-e have no Interest in him, 
can take or send MID around to see him late next ~eek. -Pa*4-**m-*er 
. I gave him ten marks for his trouble.
